HALLEY y con ET HEADED EARTHWARD 
I 
W hat with earthquakes from within 
and comets threatening from 
above, 
surely these are days of uncertainty 
and anxiety for the inhabitants of this 
mundane sphere. 
Astronomical calcu­ 
lation tells us that four big comets are 
headed for the earth, coming with that 
awful speed which only those erratic 
tramps of the heavens 
can 
attain. 
Three are due this 
year, 
and 
the 
fourth, which is the 
one 
which is 
causing the greatest speculation, will 
come into view in 1910. 
This last is 
known as Hailey's comet. 
At present 
it is not far from the orbit of Jupiter, 
and by the time the year has waned 
it will be speeding through the belt of 
the asteroids— a group of minature 
planets revolving in orbits just out­ 
side of that of Mars. 
Assuming that the gigantic star-like 
nucleus and its mighty nebulous tail 
succeed in passing without disaster 
through this maze of little worlds— 
none of which is more than IOO miles 
in diameter— it will cut across the 
orbit of Mars and touch upon that of 
the earth. 
That the comet will 
not 
come in contact with one or more of 
these planetoids is not at all an as­ 
sured fact, but this does not concern 
us nearly as much as the possibility of 
its coming into 
collision 
with the 
earth. 
When the bright-tailed orb is near­ 
est the sun it will be many millions of 
miles inside the earth's 
orbit, 
and 
hence there will be 
two 
occasions 
when it and the earth 
might 
meet, 
namely, when the former passes into 
and out of the latter's path. 
If such a 
celestial collision should take place, 
the comet would probably be burned 
up iii the earth's atmosphere, and the 
earth be still left intact, though the 
blinding light and intense heat would 
destroy all life on that side of the 
world. 
Olbers. a German astronomer living 
in the interval between I TSS and I SJO, 
pointed out that Biela’s comet would, 
iu 1832, pass within 20,000 miles of the 


of the smaller comets which are tail­ 
less, the one named for 
Hailey 
is 
formed of three distinct parts, namely 
—the nucleus, coma and tail. 
The 
nucleus is the concentrated part and 
shines by the reflected light of the 
sun, while the tail gives out a light of 
its own, due chiefly to the glowing 
carbon vapor which is not unlike that 
of an ordinary gas jet. 
Though shining as brightly as Ju p ­ 
iter. and sometimes visible oven In the 
daytime, the comet is very light in 
weight, being not more than one one- 
millionth as 
heavy 
as 
the 
planet 
named. 
That this is true is known 
from the slight attraction it exerts 
on tho plents, while the latter fre­ 
quently pull the comet out 
of 
Its 
course. 
Tho tail is so flimsy that 
should it brush the earth it would 
hardly be noticeable. 
When Hailey's comet is first seen 
by the comet seekers as it rushes 
headlong toward the sun. it will ap­ 
pear like a round, dim ball of hazy 
light. 
As it comes nearer tin1 earth, 
its tail will gradually appear 
and 
lengthen. 
It may increase or decrease 
from night to night, varying from 2 5 
to 15.000 miles in 24 hours, though 
should it do this, it would be an ex­ 
ception rather than th * rule. 
As the 
great 
celestial 
messenger 
swings 
round the sun, its tail will apparently 
grow smaller, and finally disappear, 
the ball of hazy lignt alone being left 
to tell of its flight to Neptune. 
After 
a little this will be gone to b* seen 
no more until the year 1985. 
I he composition of comets inter- 
estel men even before their periods 
wore calculated, and H ailey’s will be 
examined as It never was before, for 
we have instruments now that were 
unknown when it was visible in 1835. 
The spectroscope has shown 
what 
other and smaller comets w ere made 
of. 
The nucleus is a 
solid 
mass 
formed of different substances, and 
this is an envelope of dense gaseous 
matter that is iii 
perpetual 
motion.

Here, then, may he a means of reviv­ 
ing our fields and orchards and mak­ 
ing the desert blossom as the rose. 


HOME-MADE A N N U N C IA TO R. 


In the search for a lamp that shall 
have the efficiency of the new “ flam­ 
ing” arc or “ flame-carbon” lamps, with­ 
out their color, which some people 
consider objectionable, it 
has been 
discovered that magnetic Iron ore, or 
“ magnetite,” is a desirable substitute 
for carbon, being incombustible at all 
temperatures. 
It is as good a conduc­ 
tor as carbon and gives a white arc 
of high brilliancy. 
Says J. L. Hyden, 
writing on the subject in Cassior’s 
Magazine: 
“ In this new arc-lamp steadiness 
and white color of the light are com­ 
bined with a high efficiency and long 
life of the electrodes. 
It was found 
that the arc flame which carries tho 
current is fed by the negative ter­ 
minal only. 
It shoots out from this 
terminal almost in the form of a blast 
flame. 
The positive terminal takes no 
part in th** production of the aro 
flame, and its materia! is, therefore, 
unessential. 
It is necessary only that 
the positive does not get so hot as to 
burn or melt off. 
To avoid this, the 
positive is made large and of a metal 
which is a good conductor of heat, 
thus carrying away the heat. 
“ For the negative electrode, mag­ 
netite alone can be used. 
But while 
giving more light than carbon, for tho 
same power, pure magnetite is not so

brilliant or as conspicuous as In its 
earlier returns. 
Arago suggested that 
comets in traversing their gigantic 
orbits might throw off 
into 
space 
e arly all the matter of which they 
were composed when at a point near­ 
est the sun. 
Under these conditions, then, it is 
evident that some of the more at­ 
tenuated ones may, in the course of 
time, pass entirely out of existence, 
though they may, on the other hand, 
attract particles floating 
in 
space 
along their paths and so equalize their 
losses. 
This would account for the 
varying intensify of the same comet, 
as for instance, Hailey’s. 
However 
thin may be, it must be remembered 
that appearances of comets 
In 
the 
early days were much more mysteri­ 
ous, and proportionately impresssive, 
than in the more enlightened ages and 
that the extraordinary brilliancy re­ 
corded in some instances was, quite 
likely, due more to imagination than 
to the actual state of the comet. 
5Vhen the great, comet comes on 
tile scene in 3910, its nucleus or beard 
will appear like a star of the first 
magnitude, but having a mighty tail 
L ailing after it and pointing away 
fro .i Hie sun. 
Different from many 


to its activity is probably due the 
tail, attracting 
and 
repelling 
tho 
gaseous particles of waste material. 
The effect of the sun on the nucleus 
is to draw it to it, but at the same 
time it has an evident tendency to 
repel the tail, and thus it is that the 
tail always stands out and away from 
the sun. 
The terrific velocity of the 
nucleus when a comet whirls round 
the sun chows plainly that its tail 
is not an Integral part of the main 
body, for, if ic was, the centrifugal 
force to which its extreme end is sub­ 
jected would throw it off onto space.

particles and, in consequence, are left 
behind. 
There are many small periodic com­ 
ets that have been discovered in re­ 
cent years, but Hailey’s is the only 
great comet that appears at regular 
intervals and its periodic visits is al­ 
ways assured of an interested and de­ 
lighted throng of observers for there 
are few indeed who can say they 
ever saw it before. 
In spite of the comforting assur 
ance of astronomers that 
the 
ap­ 
proaching comet will be harmless, s'* 
far as its general effects upon the 
earth are concerned, and providing, 
of 
course, 
that 
the 
comet 
ever 
reaches us, Mme. de 
Thebes, 
the 
Mother Shipton of Paris, has predict­ 
ed that, the comet is going to make 
a great deal of trouble for the earth. 
Mme. de Thebes predicted the Boer 
war, the great Charity Bazaar fire in 
Paris, the Servian massacre, the San 
Francisco and Kingston disasters aud 
the discovery of radium.

screen will then appear to be a vivid 
green for 
about one second,

which it assumes its normal color.

Pure magnetite 
is consumed rather rapidly. 
An elec­ 
trode of pure magnetite does not last 
any longer than a carbon in an en­ 
closed lamp, and it also tends to un­ 
steadiness or flickering of the light. 
"The life of a magnetite electrode 
eight inches long and half an inch in 
diameter is about ISO to 200 hours; 
that is. much longer than that of an 
enclosed arc electrode. 
“ In the magnetite lamp, as shown In 
the figure, the positive electrode is 
not consumed at all. and is made of 
copper as a permanent part of tho 
lamp. 
Only the negative electrode is 
a magnetite stick. 
It consists of a 
thin iron tube, which is filled with the 
finely powdered mixture of magnetite 
and other compounds.” 
The lamp maehanism. we are told, 
is essentially different from that of 
the carbon arc-lamp. 
Since the light 
conies from the arc flame and not 
from the tips of the electrodes, con­ 
stant arclength is required, and tho 
mechanism is arranged so as to secure 
this. 
The lamp gives a distribution 
of light that makes it specially suit­ 
able 
for 
st-cot 
use. 
the 
greatest 
amount being thrown in a direction 
slightly below tho horizontal, and only 
a little directly downward. 
Thoro are 
none of the glaring bright spots, sep­ 
arated by darkness, so noticeable un­ 
der the ordinary carbon arc. 


W ireless for Railroads. 
The Prussian and Bavarian author­ 
ities are experimenting with a si stem 
of wireless telegraph signals for rail­ 
roads which is said to promise good 
results. 
An aerial transmitter wire 
is carried on tin* telegraph poles at 
the side of the road, with transmit­ 
ting stations in the signal bell tow­ 
ers, and a wire loop antenna is placed 
on the top of one or the cars of the 
train. 
By this means signals 
to 
“ stop,” “ go ahead,” “ go slow,” and 
so on, can be transmitted to moving 
trains over an effective distance of 
seven and a half miles. 


Experiment of Electric Power Plant. 


Storing coal in pits capable of being 
flooded has been adopted at the new 
plant of an American electric power 
company at Hawthorne, 111. 
A plot 
about 320 by 75 feet has been exca­ 
vated to a depth of about 12 feet, and 
lined and sub-divided 
by 
concrete 
walls into 12 
SO 
by 
25 
feet 
pits. 
Their bottom is the clay subsoil, and 
the walls are carried about four feet 
above ground. 
The pits can be Hood­ 
ed by means of a 12-ineh water main. 
The longitudinal division walls are 
wide enough to carry the tracks on 
the coal is delivered.

have their enemies, in spite of what 
the world may say ; but no one can 
take a peep into this little household 
without finding out the rare qualities 
of the host and hostess.

What with earthquakes from within ' 


and comets threatening from 
above, 


surely these are days of uncertainty 
and anxiety for the Inhabitants of this 
mundane sphere. 
Astronomical calcu- 


lation tells us that four big comets a.v 
headed for the earth, coming with that 
awful speed which only those erratic 
tramps of the heavens 
can 
attain 


Three are due this 
year, 
and 
the 


fourth, which la the 
one 
which U 


causing the greatest speculation, will 
come into view in 1910 
This last is 


known as Halley's comet. At present 
it Is not far from the orbit of Jupiter, 
and by the time the year has waned 
it will be speeding through the belt of 
the asteroids—a group of mmature 
planets revolving in orbits just out- 
side of that of Mars 


Assuming that the gigantic star-tike 


nucleus and its mighty nebulous tail 
succeed in passing without d'saster 
through this maze of little world,-— 
none of which is more than 100 rr.ilcs 
in diameter—it will cut acrosj the 
orbit of Mars and touch upon that of 
the earth. That the comet will 
not 


come in contact with one or more of 
these planetoids is not at all an as- 
sured fact, but this does not roncein 
us nearly as much as the possibility of 
Its coming into 
collision 
v-ith the 


earth. 


\Vhen the bright-tailed orb Is near- 


est the sun it will be many millions of 
miles inside the earth's 
orbit, 
and 


hence there will be 
two 
occasions 


when it and the earth 
might 
meet. 


namely, when the former passes into 
and out of the latter's path 
If such a 


celestial collision should take place, 
the comet would probably be burned 
up in the earth's atmosphere, and the 
earth be still left intact, though the 
blinding light and intense heat would 
destroy all life on that side of the 
world. 


Olbers, a German astronomer lUIng 


in the interval between 1T3S and 1S-10, 
pointed out that IJiela's comet would, 
In 1832, pass within 20,000 miles ot the 
earth's orbit, though the earth \\ on Id 
not reach the same 
point 
until 
a 


month later. While astronomeis saw 
no danger, a great many people who 
feared the verity of 
the deductions 


looked forward to the time with con- 
siderable apprehension. They 
were 


greatly relieved, however, for as pre- 
dicted the comet came on the day 
the mathematicians named, and all 
danger had passed. 


Halley's comet, which Is now 
ap- 


proaching, fs of extraordinary Inter- 
est. 
It was the first to be suspected 


of returning periodically, as well as 
the first whoso period of revolution 
•was calculated. 


It will be its thirteenth visit which 


the comet will make 
three 
years 


hence, but who can tell what scene it 
will look down upon? Many authori- 
ties believe it will come very close to 
the earth, though it may not be as 
brilliant or as conspicuous as in its 
earlier returns. Arago suggested that 
romets In traversing their gigantic 
orbits might throw off 
into 
space 


r-arly all tho matter of which they 
•were composed when at a point near- 
t-t the sun. 


Under theso conditions, then. It ia 


evident that some of the more at- 
tenuated ones may, in the course of

In the search for a lamp that shall

Says J. U Myden, 
writing on the subject in Casslcr'a 
Magazine: 


"In this new arc-lamp steadiness 


and white color of the light are com- 
bined with a high efficiency and long 
life of the electrodes. 
It was found 


that the arc flame which carries tho 
current Is fed by the negative ter- 
minal only. It shoots out from thU 
terminal almost In the form of a blast 
flame. Tho positive- terminal takes no 
part in the production of the aro 
flame, and its material Is, therefore, 
unessential. It is necessary only that 
tho positive does not get so hot as to 
burn or melt off. To avoid this, the 
positive is made large and of a metal 
which Is a good conductor of heat, 
thus carrying away the heat.

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HALLEYtt COFIET HEADED' E&RTHWARD 


c_ What with earthquakes from within 
and comets threatening from 
above, 


surely these are days of uncertainty 
and anxiety for the inhabitants of this 
mundane sphere. Astronomical culcu- 
lation tells us that four bt£ comets a.v 
headed for the earth, coming with that 
awful speed which only those erratic 
tramps of the heavens 
cau 
attain 


Three are due this 
year, and 
the 


fourth, which 13 the 
one 
w hieh is 


causins the greatest speculation, wilt 
come into view In 1910 
This last is 


known as Halley's comet. At present 
it is not far from the orbit of Jupiter, 
and by the time the year has waned 
it \vill be speeding through the belt of 
the asteroids—a sroup of mmature 
planets revolvuiK in orbits just out- 
side of that of Mars 


Assuming that the gigantic star-like 


nucleus and us mighty nebulous tail 
succeed ui passing without ij'saster 
through this maze ot little \\orlU,-— 
none of which is more tha:i 100 ir.tlcs 
in diameter—it will cut acrosj the 
orbit of Mara and touch upon that of 
the earth. That the comet will 
not 


come in contact with one or more of 
these planetoids is not at all an as- 
sured fact, but this does not roncein 
us nearly as much as the possibility of 
Its coming into 
collision 
with the 


earth. 


When the bright-tailed orb Is near- 


est the sun it will be many millions of 
miles inside the earth's 
orbit, 
and 


hence thero will be 
two 
occasions 


when it and the earth 
might 
moat. 


namely, when the former passes into 
and out of the latter's path 
If such a 


celestial collision should take place, 
the comet would probably be burned 
up iu the earth's atmosphere, and the 
earth be still left intact, though the 
blinding light and intense heat would 
destroy all life on that side of the 
world. 


Olbers. a German astronomer li\ing 


in the interval between 1738 and 1S-IO, 
pointed out that Biela'g comet would, 
in 183-', pass within 20.000 miles 01 the 
earth's orbit, though the earth would 
not reach the same 
point 
until 
a 


month later. While astroiiomeis saw 
no danger, a great many people who 
feared the verity of 
the 
deductions 


looked forward to the time with con- 
siderable apprehension. They were 
Kreatly relieved, however, for as pre- 
dicted the comet came on the day 
the mathematicians named, and all 
danger had passed. 


Halley's comet, which Is now 
ap- 


proaching, la of extraordinary Inter- 
est. 
It was the first to be suspected 


of returning periodically, as well as 
the first whoso period of revolution 
•was calculated. 


It will be its thirteenth visit which 


the comet will make 
three 
years 


hence, but who can toll what scene it 
will look down upon? Many authori- 
ties believe it will come very close to 
the earth, though It may not Ije as 
brilliant or as conspicuous as In its 
earlier returns. Arago suggested that 
comets la traversing their gigantic 
orbits might throw off 
Into 
space 


r^arly all the matter ot which they 
•wcia composed when at'a point noar- 
e-t the sun. 


UnCer these, conditions, then. It la 


evident that some or the more at- 
tenuated ones may. In the course of 
tl —e, pass entirely out of existence, 
though they may, on the other hand,

This would account for the 


varying Intensity of the same comet, 
ns.for instance, Halley's.

«,a:, and proportionately itnpressslve, 
than In the more enlightened ages and 
that the extraordinary brilliancy re- 
corded In some instances was, quite 
likely, due more to Imagination than 
to ths actual stato of the comet. 


V.".;cn the great comet comes on 


ti.e scene la 3910, Its nucleus or beard 
will appear like a star of the first 
iuaj::itude, but having a mighty tall 
t.allins after It and pointing away 
Jroj the sun. 
Different from many 


of tile smaller comets which are tail- 
less, the one named for 
Halley 
Is 


formed of three distinct parts, namely 
—the nucleus, coma and tall. 
The 


nucleus Is the concentrated part and 
shines by the reflected light of the 
sun. while the tail gives out a light or 
its on ii, duo chiefly to the glowing 
carbon vapor ^liich is not unlike that 
of an ordinary gas jet.

by the comet seekers as it rushes

It may increase or decrease 


from night to night, varying from 25 
to 15,000 miles in 24 hours, though 
should it do this.

Tho composition of comets Inter- 


estel men even before their periods 
were circulated, and Halley's will be 
examined as It never was before, for 
we h<ne instruments now that were 
unknown when it ivas vlbihlo In 1S35 
The spectroscope has shown

other and smaller comets were made 
of. 
Tho nucleus is a 
solid 
mass 


formed «f different substances, and 
this is an cm elope of dense gaseous 
matter that Is In perpetual motion 
This portion Is called the coma, and 
to its activity is probably due the 
tail, attracting 
;ind 
repelling 
the 


gaseous particle-: of waste material. 


The effect of the sun on the nucleus 


is to draw it to it, but at the same 
time it has an evident tendency to 
repel the tall, and thus it Is that the 
tail always stands out and away from 
the sun. The terrific velocity of the 
nucleus when a comet whirls round 
the suo chowa plainly that Its tall 
Is not an Ic'-egral part of the main 
body, for, ir It was, the centrifugal 
iorce to which its extreme end is sub- 
jected would throw It off onto space. 


The tall of Halley's comet when 


previously observed curved toward 
the rear something like a sword and 
Indicating that the particles compos- 
Ing it as they pass outward move at 
the same Blow rate at the Interior 
particles and, In consequence, are left 
behind. 


There are many small periodic com- 


ets that have been discovered In re- 
cent years, but Halley's is the only 
great comet that appears at regular 
intervals and Its periodic visits Is al- 
ways assured of an Interested and de- 
lighted throng of observers for there 
are few Indeed who can say they 
ever saw it before. 


In splto of the comforting aasur 


ance of astronomers that 
the 
ap- 


proaching comet will be harmless, »•> 
tar as its general effects upon the 
earth are concerned, and providing, 
of 
course, 
that

reaches us. Mme. de 
Thebea, 
the 


Mother Shlpton of Paris, has predict- 
ed that the comet is going to make 
a great deal of trouble for the earth. 
Mme. do Thebes predicted the Boer 
war, the great Charity Bazaar fire in 
Paris, the Servian massacre, the San 
Francisco and Kingston disasters and 
the discovery of radium.

Magnetic Iron Ore Found to Be Good 


Substitute for Carbon. 


In the search for a lamp that shall 


have the efficiency of tho new "flam- 
Ing" arc or "flame-carbon" lumps, with- 
out their color, which some people 
consider objectionable, It has been, 
discovered that magnetic Iron ore, or 
"magnetite," Is a desirable substitute 
for carbon, being Incombustible at all 
temperatures. It fs as good a conduc- 
tor as carbon and gives a white arc 
ot high brilliancy. Says J. U Hyden, 
writing on the subject in Casslcr's 
Magazine: 


"fn this new arc-tamp steadiness 


and white color of the light are com- 
blned with a high efficiency and Ions 
life of the oloctrodes. 
It was found 


that the arc flame which carries tno 
current Is fed by the negative ter- 
minal only. It shoots out from thU 
terminal almost In tho form of a blast 
flame. Tho positive- terminal takes no 
part In the production of the aro 
flame, and its material Is. therefore, 
unessential. It is necessary only that 
the positive does not get so hot as to 
burn or melt off. To avoid this, the 
positive is made large and of a metal 
which Is a good conductor of heat, 
thus carrying away the heat. 


'For the negative electrode, mag- 


netite alone can be used, 
lint while 


giving more light than carbon, for tho 
same power, pure magnetite is not so
